To the inhabitants of the Town of Chester in the County of 


Rockingham in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
A ffairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in 
said town, on Tuesday the 13th day of March next, at ten 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following sub- 
jects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. Toraise such sums of money as may be necessary to 


- defray Town charges for the ensuing year, and make appro- 


priations for the same. 
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3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for the improvement of Highways in avcord- 
ance with the provisions of Sec. 4, Chapter 35 of the laws of 
1905 and pass any vote relating thereto. 


4, To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees, or 
officers heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum of money to purchase books for the Public Library. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum of money to pay salary of Librarian, and to defray the 
running expenses of the Public Library.

SCHOOL REPOR'L. 


Another school year has passed into history and another 
Annual report from those elected to superintend the work in 
our schools is herewith submitted. 

Duties devolving upon a school board are as serious 
and sacred as any that can possibly be imposed upon any 
branch of our municipal machinery. 

The material and exterior work, such as looking after 
the grounds and buildings, purchasing supplies, fixing upon 
salaries and miscellaneous expenses, is but subsidary and in- 
cidental. Watching mental results, directing the sowing and 
seeding in the garden of our children’s faculties with such 
nutriments and stimuli as will waken and develop the possi- 
bilities that are latent in every growing mind is the serious 
and substantial work devolving upon us. 

Realizing the spring time of their lives as the season 
when the important work of laying foundations for our 
children’s future selfreliance is done, it is always our inter- 
esting and perplexing problem how best to do it. 

The aim of the now passing classical generation was so 
to fitthe student mind that it could see clearly, report accu- 
rately and describe graphically. The present vocational 
generation’ has for its desired end preparing the student 
mind, and hand for aparticular specialty work. This mod- 
ern trend, and perhaps necessity, is the perplexing element 
in the work of any school beard. 

' How to fit so as_to be able to achieve this result would 
be reasonably easy if the end sought were not such a multi- 
plex and confusing destination. But whatever the child 
mind fits for, it must be so trained that it can immediately 
ee correctly and either report or reproduce accurately all 
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that is evolved from within or garnered from without. ‘To 
meet the demand for the kind of training such a child mind 
must have, has been our aim during the past year. As well 
equipped teachers as can be secured for the wages we are 
limited to, have been employed, and such work done by 
them as we should expect, although not as good as we could 
desire. The adaptability of a particular teacher to a paitic- 
ular school is not always the best. But like the tempera- 
mental make up of the scholars, that has to be ascertained 
by experiment and ohservation. When that is ascertained 
and the blending of teacher work and scholar work has 
reached such adegree of excellence as to make the results 
all that could be reasonably expected, then, and then only 
can we feel the satisfaction that all who know human nature 
and its limitations are justified in feeling.
